anybody,*’ claim s E rie Sevareid. 
And few w ill deny either ability 
to the sophisticated, amusing and 
mildly cynical news analyst who 
has been newspaper reporter, 
author, radio, TV commentator, 
and now syndicated columnist for 
the Observer. 
His column on international, 
national, economic and m ilitary 
affairs — which he has been 
c o v e r i n g 
distinguishedly for 
about two dozen years — w ill 
appear weekly. 
Sevareid began as a copyboy 
on the Minneapolis Journal in 
1931 before getting his A.B. de­ 
gree at the University of Minne­ 
sota. 
Later he served as a 
reported on the Journal, then on 
the Minneapolis Star. 
In 1938 he expanded his hori­ 
zons, joining the Paris Edition 
of the N. Y. Herald Tribune, first 
as a reporter, then aseity editor. 
After a short trick as night editor 
of United Press in Paris, he 
joined the Columbia Broadcast­ 
ing System in August of 1939 
as 
a European correspondent. 
His voice became fam iliar to 
listeners throughout the U. S. 
during the war. He was with the 
French Arm y and A ir Force in 
France and Belgium, then broad­ 
cast news of the French capitu­ 
lation from Tours and Bordeaux. 
His voice has since been heard 
from many parts of the world, 
including England (where he is 
currently), 
Holland, 
Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Mexico, Brazil. So 
effective were his news analyses 
that many were collected and 
published as a book, “ In One 
E a r.” 
E rie Sevareid claim s no “ ex­ 
pertise except perhaps in the 
political and diplomatic areas,” 
but he has gone from the small 
town of Velva, North Dakota, his 
birthplace, to the great capitals 
and news centers of the world, 
from a dirt farm to acquaintance 
with the world’s great, 
from

menting on world war and world 
conferences.

In addition to “ In One E a r ,” 
he wrote the juvenile “ Canoeing 
with the Cree,** the bestselling

in the Night.” He has written 
for such magazines as the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post, Look, Read­ 
e r s Digest, Harper’s, The Re­ 
porter, Tile New Republic, This

LOOKING FOR A DAM 
NAME IS NOT EASY 
AN ALTERNATIVE 
We believe the W arren borough 
council acted too hastily Monday 
night when it immediately ap­ 
proved a resolution proposed by 
Burgess Langdon to the effect 
that our governing body thinks 
tile new dam upstream should be 
called the Kinzua dam, simply 
because it has been so called 
by area people since the first 
year it was suggested by the 
army engineers, who, inciden­ 
tally, call it the Allegheny River 
Reservoir. 
The name and dam long will 
be with us (we hope), and we do 
not think that council should act 
so hastily without at least a 
month of study and without con­ 
tacting their constituents. 
We 
also suggest that other portions 
of the county have a stake in 
this construction and will be e- 
qually affected by its completion. 
All should be considered. 
Though we are not opposed to 
the use of the word “ Kinzua” 
we can see some mighty strong 
arguments against it, and would 
approve any of several names that 
might for practical purposes be 
adopted. 
It is natural that many 
would suggest the use of Chief 
Cornplanter’s name, and certain­ 
ly they have a good point. 
He 
may not have been a great chief 
in the minds of some, but he 
did play an important role in 
the early years of this nation 
when we needed allies to win our 
fight for freedom. 
Much has been made about the 
pronunciation of Kinzua by Leroy 
Schneck of the Warren radio 
station.

pletely inundated. 
This is not 
true. 
In fact there is an effort 
now being made to move the Chief 
Cornplanter monument and other 
appropriate objects to the portion 
of the grant which will be left 
dry on the banks of the re se r­ 
voir. 


Because of this we will have 
a memorial to Cornplanter. 
It 
can be called the Cornplanter 
park, or memorial, and will serve 
practical purposes as well as 
sentimental. 
Such a public area 
can be used for access to the 
lake on the west bank of the water 
which in mostly private land.

AN ALTERNATIVE 
Though we are not promoting 
any name and are willing to go 
along with one that is appro­ 
priate and meets the approval of 
all affected, we 
suggest that 
another name which might be apt 
is “ W arren” . 
We say this be­ 
cause it applies to the county, 
and is the name of the nearest 
community of any size. 
This 
gives i t a geographical connection 
that can be helpful to those in 
all parts of the nation who will 
have reason for wishing to know 
where the dam is. 
Nearby ex­ 
amples are the Tionesta and 
Clarion dams, though in both 
cases they involve the names of 
the stream s as well as nearby 
towns. 


We suggest this for another 
reason. It takes the thinking away 
from two obvious names and per­ 
haps will stir other ideas. Our 
real concern is that we are acting 
too quickly. 
Let us study this 
a bit, and move in concert as an 
area to have the name we prefer. 
And then, after all our efiorts, 
it probably will be known as the 
Allegheny dam. 
And we see 
nothing wrong with that, either.

It has

We once ran a survey to learn 
what people liked and didn’t like 
about our newspaper. We receiv­ 
ed a pile of cards all of which 
indicated what columns they liked 
and most of which told us how 
nice we were. Don’t change, they 
advised. We like you! 
This told us nothing except tnat 
we were pleasing our regular 
readers, and their renewal dollars 
tell us that quite convincingly. 
But we do want to improve and 
we are sure that Warren m e r­ 
chants want buyers to come to 
their stores rather than visit 
Jamestown, Titusville, Oil City, 
Corry, and Kane.

We note that the daily has 
been receiving a series of letters 
commenting on the Warren high 
school athletic program. As far 


as we can see the trail taken 
by these commentators is well 
worn and all of it has been said 
before. 
We wonder why parents don’t 
get just as excited about the news 
that one of our schools was allow­ 
ing its pupils to listen to the 
world series. Two hours per 
game, five gam es 
vital hours 
lost. 
But getting 
back 
to sport, 
Warren coaches start with a great 
handicap. Every opponent in the 
area has a program that starts 
in the grades. The boys are 
learning to play football, basket­ 
ball, and other sports under the 
direction of trained men as early 
as the fifth grade. 
Meadville has seven coaches 
teaching sports to grade school 
boys. All of them have at least 
one. 
This means a grade school 
farm system that provides boys 
with the fundamentals well drilled 
into them before they see high 
school. With that much help we 
then could turn to our coaching 
staff with critical eyes. Without 
such a program it is difficult 
to lay the blame on the staff. 
The most important aspect of 
our athletic program can be found 
in the coaching staff. 
If it is a 
good staff and truly knows what 
it is doing, the boys are getting 
the best of training. Whether the 
teams lose or w’in is not as 
important a s a definite conclusion 
that the boys are receiving the 
best of teaching from those in 
charge. 
The next step is to do every­ 
thing possible to win. And to best 
assure that we must give a fully 
qualified coaching staff material 
that is equal to our competitors.

WARREN COUNTY FARMERS 
There a re m ore farm ers in 
Allegheny county than there are 
in Warren, 932 to 902. But our 


acreage is larger. 
We average 
149 acres to a farm while they 
have 73.8. 
But their value is 
greater. T heir farm ers average 
$38,483 to our $12,968. 
50 say the census takers. 
They also reveal that farm ers 
in Warren county have increased 
their use of freezers in the past 
five years from 508 to 674, but 
they have 
reduced 
their te l­ 
ephones from 884 to 811. 
The farm s also have become 
fewer. In 1954 we had 1241 of 
them, 339 m ore than today. But 
the total acreage has dropped only 
from 163,019 to 134,193. 


The fewer farms are using 
m ore tractors, 1426 today in con­ 
trast to 1265 five years ago. 
The horse population has dropped 
from 759 to 533. 
We have 
17,935 cattle and 
calves, 1239 pigs, 
1966 sheep, 
and 44,500 chickens (a big drop 
from the 69,995 in 1954.) 
The farm ers spent a million 
and a half dollars for feed to 
keep their livestock and chickens 
alive. Despite the decrease in 
most of the farm animals the cost 
of feeding went up $348,OOO 
However, the value of the farm s 
doubled and the receipts from 
milk and cream went up from 
$ 2 1/2 million to $3 l/3m illion. 
Vegetable farm ers sold $28,846 
worth in 1959. It was only $15, 
517 in 1954. 
And our farm ers are younger 
than Pittsburghs. Ours average 
51 years. Theirs are oldtimers 
of 55.

millions of Europeans, who no 
longer think of America as one 
with them, as an integral part 
of the Western mosiac of life, 
the chief protector of their lib­ 
erty. They now think of America 
as a third party, almost as alien 
in spirit as Russia, almost as 
reckless a threat to their lives. 
It is little wonder that Prime 
Minister Macmillan acts like an 
intermediary between East and 
West as often as he acts like 
ICA's partner — indeed he wins 
more home applause in the for­ 
mer than in the latter role. 
It 
is little wonder that Charles de- 
Gaulle can drive American bomb­ 
ers off French soil and threaten 
the American-dominated NATO 
command structure while exper­ 
iencing only murmurs of special­ 
ized 
criticism 
on 
his home 
grounds. 
And it is little wonder, that 
Khrushchev does all in his power 
to make the world believe that 
his quarrel is with America, and 
America alone. 
It is in this 
sense that his barbaric propa­ 
ganda onslaughts are serving his 
purpose, far more than is under­ 
stood by those now pleased by his 
rebuffs at the United Nations. He 
is not concerned with the waves, 
but with the current. When high- 
minded Englishmen 
tell their 
people that “ America is finish­ 
ed” or that “ America is just 
another country,” they mean that 
the American dream has died, 
that the vision and promise of 
the new world have withered 
away, that America is no longer 
the haven of the poor, the strong 
and simple defender of the op­ 
pressed abroad or even at home, 
that we have run our course and 
are no longer the last, best hope 
of man. 
This is what they truly be­ 
lieve, and so one constantly buf­ 
feted by this current is astounded 
to hear Vice President Nixon pro­ 
claim that American prestige in 
the world “Has never stood so 
high.” 
An affronted American 
can tell himself that “ gross ma­ 
terialism” has taken full po- 
session of nearly every European 
society, that the beginning and 
domestic policy often seems to 
be the preservation of its pres­ 
ent affluence, 
that the French 
are profoundly materilistic in 
spirit, that the Germans are in 
full lust for the fleshpots of 
affluence, that every contem­ 
porary American curse from ju­ 
venile thuggery to sex magazines 
afflicts Europe, too, from Athens 
to Oslo. 
One can tell hemself all this, 
but it is not enough. An Ameri­ 
can must believe that new springs 
are oiling within his country, 
that strong voices are at hand to 
declare again the eternal mean­ 
ing of the freest, best-hearted 
and most exciting human exper­ 
ience on this earth and to make 
the message convince those who 
were once convinced. 
He must 
believe with one rare and lonely 
British writer. Peregrine Wros- 
tho rne, that an American cycle, 
not of smug complacency but of 
incubation, is now ending and that 
history will see President Eisen­ 
hower “ as the model broody hen, 
sitting patiently, vacantly, but 
nevertheless indispensably on the 
eggs which are now about to be 
hatched.” 
An American wants to be able 
to remind European critics that 
at the time Walpole said “ Europe 
is finished! When Voltaire dies, 
we may say goodnight” — that, 
at the time he said that, Europe 
was 
about to enter upon its 
greatest flowering in power, in 
the arts, in the humanitarian con­ 
cerns of man to man.

As A 
GOP Man

CAMPAIGNING WITH NIXON — 
Right-wing leaders of his party 
have been telling V ice-President 
Nixon with varying degrees of 
sternness and disapprobation that 
his campaign was taking on the 
“ me, too*' sound of Thomas E. 
Dewey in Dewey’s second unsuc­ 
cessful try at the Presidency in 
1948. 
One of those easy over­ 
sim plifications that politicians 
give off, it does Nixon less than 
justice. 
In his technique and m anner­ 
ism s the V ice-President bears no 
resem blace to the Dewey of '48. 
As he moved acro ss the country 
the Governor of New York, in 
that year so unhappy for Republi­ 
cans, was austere and even a 
little frosty. His oratorical style 
was polished and his political 
thunder, when he unleased it, 
was of the mind and not the 
heart.

The schedule he followed was 
civilized in its restrain t. When 
he developed b u r s i t i s in his 
shoulder, which made it painful 
to push his way through the 
crowds and g r e e t 
the local 
politicoes who climbed aboard 
his train, it seemed an ailm ent 
with m ore than a little of the 
psychosomatic about it. 
Dewey 
was not one to suffer fools gladly 
or to glow with a friendly zeal 
when the Republican chairm an of 
Podunk County told him he’d have 
to get going and make a louder 
noise if he expected to c a rry 
the county. 
In contrast, Nixon is all warm 
folksiness. 
He is the friendly 
man from across the street who 
happens to have been lucky eough 
to have had the experience quali­ 
fying him, w i t h Henry Cabot 
Lodge at his side, to lead the 
nation through the storm y tim es 
to come. The note of self-depre­ 
ciation and modesty, whether real 
or false, is strong. 
An im portat elem ent in this 
is his wife, Pat, whom he m en­ 
tions every tim e he speaks. Ex­ 
cept for the first three days of 
the current tour, which she hat. 
m issed, M rs. 
Nixon has been 
just as heroic a cam paigner a's 
her husband. And when the total 
is added up it should show that 
no one (unless it is Senator Ken­ 
nedy) has ever worked harder for 
the office of the Presidency.

The “ Pat for F irst Lady’ 
play is a definite innovation and 
here, too, there is a contrast 
with ’48. 
This rep o rter does 
not recall that the first name 
of M rs. Dewey, a lady of quiet 
reserv e, was ev er known to the 
cheering crowds. That was m ore 
the line of P resident Trum an, who 
in his w histle-stopping edeavors 
brought his wife out onto the back 
platform with the friendly hail, 
“ And now I want you to m eet 
the boss.” 
But the differences in technique 
and m anner and 
sheer elbow 
grease to one side, the fact is 
that Nixon faces the sam e dilem ­ 
ma that Dewey faced 12 years 
ago. Both men are shrewd real­ 
ists who are not deluded by the 
oversim plifications of the Old 
Guard on their right. 
N i x o n 
understands, as did 
Dewey before him, that if he 
comes out slugging — the favorite 
clarion call of the rightists — 
he risks alienating independent 
and m arginal D em ocrats. 
And, 
above all, he knows that he cannot 
win with the votes of the Republi­ 
can minority alone. That is why 
in every speech he decries the 
party label and appeals to his 
listeners to vote for men of w is­ 
dom and experience. 
In his f a r m speech at La 
C rosse, 
Wis., at the start of 
this tour he gave them the raw 
red meat of denunciation; the 
political cavalry charge that runs 
over facts and figures and ro ars 
furiously into the flank of the 
enemy. 
In its denunciatory ex­ 
extrem es of ghost towns and 
farm ers enslaved by a Federal 
bureaucracy it was rem iniscent 
of H erbert Hoover when, in the 
extrem is of his 1932 campaign 
at the depth of the depression, 
he predicted that g rass would 
grow in the streets of American 
cities if Franklin Roosevelt w ere 
elected. 
There are those who predict 
that this will be the tone of the 
rest of the Nixon campaign. Hav­ 
ing begun with a purring slow­ 
ness, he is now ready to charge 
into one redoubt after another 
and damn th e 
consequences. 
This, so it is said, has been the 
Nixon strategy all along, the fire 
held until after the World Series 
when he could get and hold the 
national attention. 
If this is the course he m eans 
to follow, then the V ice-P resi­ 
dent is launched on it with full 
knowledge of both the risks and 
the advantages. 
He will get the 
w ar cries of the right — those 
who at the Chicago convention felt 
they would be happier with Sena­ 
tor B arry Coldwater as their 
cadidate and who agree with the 
Wall Street Journal that what 
Nixon has been offering thus far 
is a “ pale im itation” of what 
the Dem ocrats are putting out. 
But there is an even m ore 
im portant aspect of this contest 
and it can hardly have escaped 
the notice of Nixon. This is the 
first tim e a Republican, as a 
Republican, has run for President 
since 1948. General Eisenhower 
was em braced by a grateful Re­ 
publican party in 1952. But cle a r­ 
ly he appealed to the voters as 
a national hero and m ore and 
m ore his identification with the 
party has worn thin. 
That is the challenge to Nixon. 
And it could hardly be a m ore 
demanding one, for on him turns 
the long future of his party.

Your Forest Ranger 
By Larry Stotz 


It has been many years since 
the trees in the Allegheny Na­ 
tional Forest have flaunted such a 
brilliant array of colors as that 
which sightseers have been en­ 
joying during the past two weeks. 
The sunny days, and propernight 
tem peratures that have occurred 
have had much to do with the 
bright colors that have delighted 
so many visitors to the Forest. 
The brief but gaudy show is sel­ 
dom Tully appreciated, though, 
until it is over and grey Nov­ 
ember stalks like a gaunt wolf 
through the leafless forest. 
The red and yellow leaves 
framed against a blue sky are 
a . delight to the eye, but they 
can remind us too of the searing 
flames of a • forest fire. 
As 
they flutter down like mortally 
wounded butterflies to mingle 
with the drying grasses and the 
brittle fronds of bracken ferns 
they are setting the stage for 
a conflagration. 
The drought of autumn has 
dried up many of the under­ 
ground 
springs 
that feed the 
stream s that flow through the 
forest. 
Beneath the moldy lit­ 
te r that once m irrored the glory 
of other autumns the heavy clays 
and sandy loams feel dry and 
crumbly to the touch. I here is 
no m oisture here to delay the 
rapid curing of the new leaf 
fall. 
Now’ with the roof of the 
forest a shattered ruin the warm 
sun of Indian summer can bore 
down and suck up the last bit 
of m oisture 
from 
the fallen 
leaves. 
Beautiful even in death, a sin­ 
gle dry leaf can release the 
radiant e n e r g y of sunlight trapped 
in the billions of other leaves 
that interlock on the forest floor. 
All that is needed to trigger this 
chain reaction and cause a forest 


fire is an abandoned campfire, a 
lighted cigarette, or the tiny 
flame of a single match. 
On the Allegheny National For­ 
est we welcome the sightseer, 
the camper, the picnicker, the 
fisherman and the hunter to our 
October woodlands. 
We think 
that it is one of the finest times 
of the year to be out of doors. 
Soon the mornings may be cold 
enough to tempt the bow hunter 
who takes to the field early 
in the morning to build a warm­ 
ing fire. All fires are prohibited 
on the Forest except at developed 
recreation 
areas, 
or when a 
campfire permit has been ob­ 
tained from a district ranger and 
the perm ittee agrees to build 
his fire in a safe place and 
extinguish it thoroughly. 


We 
find 
many 
tent camps 
scattered over the forest in iso­ 
lated spots during hunting season. 
We do not wish to confine all 
tenting to our developed camp­ 
grounds but we do want to know 
where these isolated camps are 
located. 
For that reason we 
require a camping permit in ad­ 
vance of pitching a tent or set­ 
ting up a trailer. 
The permit 
is free, and can be obtained 
from any one of the four district 
rangers on theAlleghenyNational 
Forest either by calling in person 
or writing. When corresponding 
please give the location desired 
and the inclusive dates for the 
permit. 
Address your request 
to D istrict Ranger, U. S. Forest 
Service at any one of the fol­ 
lowing towns: Sheffield, M arien- 
v i l l e , 
Ridgway 
or 
Bradford 
Pennsylvania.
